Convention  of  1849 


Thu  Convention  of  1*411  met  in 
Hernando.  It  was  in  the  month  of 
November,  and  the  weather  wa» 
cool,  with  occasional  drizzling  rain. 
There  were  no  railroads  in  the  State 
then,  except  from  Vicksburg  to 
Jackson.  Travel  was  mostly  on 
horseback.  I started  from  Rich- 
land, Holmes  county,  about  the  mid- 
dle of  of  October,  having  just  been 
baptized  in  the  Rig  Black  river,  and 
being  appointed  a delegate  the  same 
evening. 

My  route  was  through  Kosciusko 
and  Louisville  via  Mashulaville 
where  the  Choctaw  Association  was 
in  session  Thence  in  company 
with  Klder  Wm.  M.  Farrar.  I went 
northward  to  Klder  J.  C.  Keeney's 
near  Starkville.  Those  brethren 
and  myself  kept  in  company  from 
Pontotoc  to  Memphis,  via  Salem, 
etc.  In  Memphis  we  all  tarried  at 
Klder  P.  S.  < iaylcs.  and  be  with 
some  others  went  with  us  to  Her- 
nando. 

In  those  days  the  Hockcrys,  the 
Boones,  etc.,  were  the  towers  of 
strength  among  Baptists  in  HcSoto 
county. 

1 cannot  call  to  mind  who  was 
pastor  of  the  Hernando  church  : 
whether  it  was  Klder  (ieorge  TucO- 
er,  Sam'l.
